A PERFORMING arts cen¬ 
tre, catering for hundreds 
of students, will be the next 
phase of a multi-million 
pound transformation of 
Halesowen College. 

It will provide teaching 
rooms and rehearsal space 
for students on music, 
drama and dance courses 
and will be built at the 
Whittingham Road campus. 

It is the latest stage at the 
site which is seeing £20mil- 
lion invested in replacing 
outdated buildings. 

The college has been 
struggling to provide 
enough space for the grow¬ 
ing number of students tak¬ 
ing performing arts courses. 

Some are currently hav¬ 
ing to travel off campus to 
use facilities at Benjamins, 
a function and conference 
hall, in the town centre. 

The venue is used by stu¬ 
dents for daytime sound 
checks and performances. 
Some lectures take place on 
campus. 

Bosses said having on¬ 
site teaching rooms will cut 
costs for both students and 
the college. 

It’s estimated that from 
September more than 200 
students would have to use 
facilities at Benjamins. 

As well as up to six class¬ 
rooms, the building will 
have a performance hall 
with viewing gallery, which 
could be used for art sho ws.

The £150,000 restoration 
project, which has been an¬ 
nounced by Dudley Council, 
was welcomed by Iris Reed, 
aged 75, who has cam¬ 
paigned for the fountain to 
be repaired. 

Mrs Reed, who has be¬ 
come known as the Keeper 
of the Fountain and regular 
gives talks on its history to 
community groups, said: “I 
am very pleased. 

“This is what I have 
wanted for a long time. The 
fountain has not worked 
properly since 1965. 

“It will be absolutely won¬ 
derful when it is repaired 
and working again. It’s very 
exciting.” 

Council bosses said re¬ 
pairs will enable the foun¬ 
tain, which is described as ‘a 
central and prominent part 
of the town’s character’, to 
be enjoyed for many years 
to come. 

Concerns 

It was given to the town 
by the Earl of Dudley and 
opened by the Earl and 
Countess in 1867. 

In 1996, Prince Charles 
expressed concern about its 
state when he visited the 
Black Country. 

Last year traders on Dud¬ 
ley Market called for action 
following concerns about 
pigeons rousting on the fea¬ 
ture and called for it to be 
cleaned up. 

As part of the work on 
the fountain, which is made

of red and grey granite and 
Portland stone, bird deter¬ 
rents will be installed to 
keep birds away. 

Coloured glass in the pan¬ 
els of the central dome will 
be reset and the water ba¬ 
sins will be restored. 

New pipe work will be 
installed to enable the foun¬ 
tain to dispense water again 
which will also be regulated 
during windy days to avoid 
spray soaking the surround¬ 
ing area. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “The Earl of 
Dudley donated the foun¬ 
tain to the people of Dudley 
in 1867 and it has remained 
a central and prominent 
part of the town’s character 
ever since. 

“We want to protect this 
historic installation for 
many generations to come 
so it’s fantastic that funding 
is making this restoration 
possible. 

“I would like to thank all 
our businesses, shoppers 
and visitors for their pa¬ 
tience as we undertake the 
exciting restoration work of 
Dudley town centre.” 

The work forms part of 
the £6.7m redevelopment 
of Dudley’s historic market 
place. 

The first phase of the 
scheme was completed ear¬ 
lier this month .

Fel¬ 
lows, of The Broadway, Dudley, was 
‘shocked and embarrassed’ by what 
he had done, she said, particularly 
as some of the family had cut off 
contact with his mother as a result. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending 
Welch, also of The Broadway, de¬ 
scribed him as an intelligent young 
man who had completed his A lev¬ 
els and hoped to study philosophy at 


university. The pizza delivery man 
was a published poet but had ‘got in 
with the wrong people’ 

Jailing 22-year-old Fellows for 
nine months, Recorder Derek Chin- 
ery told him: “I see you very much 
as the prime mover.” Welch was 
given a six-month prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months and or¬ 
dered to do 125 hours’ unpaid work 
and pay £1,180 compensation.

At King Edward VI College, Stourbridge, 
there was a pass rate of 99.1 per cent with 
60 per cent getting A*, A or B grades.

At Hagley Catholic High School there was 
also a 99 per cent pass rate with 35 per cent 
of grades being A*to B.

YOU have just qualified as a heart surgeon. You may owe 
£100,000 in college fees but you have a glittering career 
ahead, saving lives and earning a fortune. Then you pick 
up the paper this week and learn that Imperial College 
London is developing a new gene therapy which may cure 
heart failure with a simple injection. When good news is 
bad news. 

THE Tories’ latest brainwave is to knock on the doors 
of terraced houses, ascertain that the occupants are 
hard-working folk and then spit in their faces. That’s not 
strictly true. What the Tories are actually doing is inviting 
White Dee of Benefits Street to be a guest speaker at their 
conference. But it amounts to the same thing. 

IN Scotland Votes (BBC2) Andrew Neil wasted far too 
much time agonising about what would happen to Trident 
and the UK nuclear deterrent if an independent Scotland 
ordered all nuclear warheads off its territory. The filing cab¬ 
inets of Whitehall are stuffed full of contingency plans for 
everything from the Russians landing in Oban to France 
annexing Dover. If Alex Salmond’s government declared 
a nuclear-free Scotland, the contingency plans would be 
dusted off and the Trident submarines would slip silently 
under the Clyde, reappearing a few days later in the moth¬ 
balled pens which have been ready for them for the past 
50 years.

Tunnels tourism scheme is refused 


PLANS to turn Cold War bunkers 
into a major attraction have been 
turned down. 

Drakelow Tunnels, near Kinver, 
were excavated during the Second 
World War and used to manufacture 
machinery. 

The tunnels would have been 
used as a regional seat of govern¬ 
ment in the event of a nuclear at¬ 
tack during the Cold War and were 


only rendered surplus to require¬ 
ment in the 1990s. 

Proposals to renovate the tun¬ 
nels to create a museum dedicated 
to its history have been refused by 
the Wyre Forest District Council’s 
planning department. 

As well as the museum, a gift 
shop, coffee shop and six homes 
would have been built under pro- 
posals from site owners Quercus 


Ilex SA. But the planning depart¬ 
ment have turned down the scheme 
citing concerns over potential traf¬ 
fic problems. The decision, taken 
by planning officers, said there is 
‘insufficient information’ about the 
way staff and visitors will be able to 
travel into the attraction. 

Officers claimed there would be 
problems caused to nearby herit- 
age sites. Concerns focused on po- 


tential harm to a small hill fort on 
Drakelow Hill which is an ancient 
monument and thetunnels them¬ 
selves. They added: “The design, 
layout and scale of the dwellings 
proposed would fail to adhere to the 
established character of this rural 
location or have due regard to the 
nature of the heritage assets.” 

Quercus Ilex SA was unavailable 
for comment.

JOBS are at risk at Dudley’s hospital trust 
as part of widespread review of non-clinical 
posts as it looks to save £12 million. 

Bosses are reviewing the positions of temporary 
staff, those on fixed-term contracts, and bank and 
agency workers. 

They are also looking at reducing overtime and recruit¬ 


ment to non-clinical vacancie 

Bosses are battling to bal¬ 
ance the books as they need 
to save up to £12m in the 
wake of Government fund¬ 
ing cuts. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said the review would 
cover posts ‘furthest away 
from frontline patient care’.

A ‘mutually agreed resig¬ 
nation scheme’ has been 
launched which will con¬ 
tinue throughout Septem¬ 
ber, which means workers 
can leave their posts in 
return for a set severance 
payment.

Foundation Trust, which 
runs Russells Hall Hospital, 
said: “In common with all 
NHS trusts in England we 
are doing everything we can 
to meet the Government’s 
four per cent efficiency sav¬ 
ings while at the same time 
providing high quality pa¬ 
tient care. 

“Pay is our biggest cost 
and so we are looking at 
ways of reducing staffing 
while, at the same time, 
protecting permanent staff

FURIOUS residents have signed 
a petition calling for action on a 
Netherton house which they say 
has become so overgrown with 
vegetation it is attracting rats. 

The group has handed it to their 
councillor, Bryan Cotterill. 

The residents, who all live in or around 
Bowling Green Road, said they were peti¬ 
tioning Dudley Council to do something 
about the private house, which they say has 
been in its current state for almost 20 years. 

Mrs Sylvia Townsend, who lives next 
door to the property, said: “The house has 
been like that for as long as I can remem¬ 
ber. 

“The garden is wildly overgrown and 
whilst it has always been a bit of an eyesore, 
the rats are just the final nail in the coffin.” 

Mrs Townsend said if the house was a 
council property the tenant might have 
been evicted or at least forced to tidy up the 
garden, but as it is a private residence he is 
under no such obligation. 

Council bosses said they had sent vermin 
specialists to the property but have seen no 
sign of rat droppings which they say means 
there cannot be rats there. 

Delivery 

But Mrs Townsend said: “How can they 
know? They just sent a man round who 
took some pictures with his phone. 

“I’ve had numerous people tell me that 
they have seen the rats and we even had a 
delivery woman who said she saw one run 
across her path. All these people can’t be 
imagining things.” 

She said more 18 people had signed her 
petition. 

Councillor Cotterill said: “I completely 
understand Mrs Townsend’s concerns and I 
am willing to help. The garden is completely 
overgrown and even if there were no rats, 
the owner of the property should not be al¬ 
lowed to leave it in such a state. 

“It is completely overgrown and some¬ 
thing must be done. 

“I think many people will have sympathy 
for Mrs Townsend and the council should, 
too, because they should ask themselves: 
Would I want this next to myself or even 
my mother? The answer should be no.” 


BOSSES at Halesowen Town football club 
have spoken of their distress and anger af¬ 
ter vandals broke into their ground wreak¬ 
ing havoc.

The press box, which is part of the Harry 
Rudge stand, was also smashed open. 

In a statement, the club said: “As most 
fans or supporters know the club is run by 
hard working volunteers who give up their 
spare time to move the Yeltz forwards, we 
are all deeply saddened by this news.”

UKIP’S Bill Etheridge learned a 
rather valuable lesson last week 
about public speaking - that it’s 
generally a bad idea to say any¬ 
thing that could be construed as 
positive about Adolf Hitler. 

Ironically, it was a seminar on 
effective public speaking that 
saw his comments rounded on 
by his party’s critics. 

Why the West Midlands MEP 
decided it would be a good idea 
to even bring up the Nazi leader 
at all, let alone suggest budding 
politicians look at his speaking 
style, only he can say. 

And I’ve never known any 
modern politician win a seat by 
walking up and down during a 
speech and fixing the audience 
with his or her stare the way Mr 
Etheridge was said to have de¬ 
scribed Hitler. 

Far from being ‘desperate’ for 
politicians to start talking, as Mr 
Etheridge says those who lis¬ 
tened to Hitler were, these days 
people are more likely to stand 
up and walk out or worse. 

No-one hangs on David Cam¬ 
eron or Ed Miliband’s words. 
Every time they tweet anything 
the first response is usually from 
someone calling them, respec¬ 
tively, Dishface and Beaker. 

But has this damaged UKIP? 
Not particularly, if online reaction 
is anything to go by.Those who 
were against UKIP remained res¬ 
olute on that, taking this story as 
further evidence that they do not 
deserve a seat in the Commons. 

Yet those who were already 
part of the so-called ‘earth¬ 
quake’ of the European and 
council elections in May were 
content with Mr Etheridge’s side 
of the story and rallied round to 
condemn the Mail on Sunday for 
its coverage. 

Every Black Country council is 
now under the control of Labour. 
Walsall’s Tories were forced 
from power in a special meeting 
called after a by-election gave 
Labour back the 30 seats it was 
on after May’s local elections. 

The death after those elec¬ 
tions of leader Tim Oliver left La¬ 
bour on 29 and meant a rainbow 
alliance - albeit a rainbow miss¬ 
ing any shades of red - of Tories, 
Lib Dems, UKIP and independ¬ 
ence voted for the status quo. 

Labour ended up paying to fly 
three of its councillors back from 
their summer holidays for the 
crucial vote. 

Politically, it might not be the 
worst thing for the Tories. They 
would have continued to get 
stick for staying in control after 
being reduced to just over a third 
of the seats. 

And now they get to campaign 
for the next election against an 
incumbent Labour party that 
won’t yet have got its feet under 
the table. At least, that’s what I’d 
say if I were the Conservatives 
and putting a brave face on it. 

Labour has the advantage of 
being both incumbent locally 
and in opposition in Westmin¬ 
ster. And that’s certainly done 
it no harm in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell and Dudley these past 
few years.

Just over a week ago I 
made the long trip to Fort 
William with a team includ¬ 
ing the Mayor’s Consort 
Councillor Adam Aston, 
Deputy Mayor Councillor 
Steve Waltho, Armed Forces 
Champion Councillor Dave 
Tyler and Shaz Saleem, the 
chairman of Dudley Taxi As¬ 
sociation. 

We managed to conquer 
Ben Nevis despite awful 
weather. 

It was all worth it when 
we saw Bert’s memorial at 
the summit and planted the 
Black Country flag. 

It’s inspiring to think that 
Bert made the climb 107 
times all the way up until 
the age of 91, and it’s been 
great to hear from so many 
local people who remember 
him fondly. 

I knew him as a child. He 
was a great friend of my 
family and I’ve long thought 
we should do something to 
honour his memory. 

We should raise at least 
£2,500 for local charities 
so I’m really grateful for 
everyone’s generosity. That 
money will be going to local 
charities including Action 
Heart, Guide Dogs, the Chil¬ 
dren’s Unit at Russell’s Hall 
Hospital, the local Royal 
British Legion, and Black 
Country Fast Aid to support 
local ambulances. I think 
that’s a brilliant tribute to 
the great man. 

I’m really grateful to 
everyone who has made a 
donation - if you haven’t 
already there’s still time to 


add your support at www. 
bertbissellmemorialwalk. 
co.uk. 

When I or a member of my 
family is ill, we queue up at 
Russells Hall like anybody 
else in Dudley, so I was re¬ 
ally concerned by news that 
Dudley hospitals are facing 
rocketing debts. 

Hospital bosses have re¬ 
vealed they are battling to 
tackle debts that are set to 
reach £12 million. Even the 
chief executive says the hos¬ 
pitals’ finances are ‘critical’. 

Jobs are now at risk as 
a widespread review of 
non-permanent staff takes 
place alongside a clamp- 
down on overtime and re¬ 
cruitment. 

Doctors, nurses and other 
staff are working flat out at 
Russells Hall but the Gov¬ 


ernment has squandered £3 
billion on reorganising the 
NHS instead of supporting 
front-line staff. 

As a result local people 
are facing longer waits at 
A&E, cancelled operations 
at their highest level for a 
decade and rising waits for 
vital cancer tests and treat¬ 
ments too. 

I’m concerned that the 
Government has completely 
lost control of NHS finances 
so I have written to the 
Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt urging him to give our 
local hospital the resources 
it needs. 

People often tell me poli¬ 
ticians in Westminster don’t 
care what they’ve got to say 
about immigration, but I 
know local people think it’s 
an important issue and pol¬ 


iticians should be listening. 
I recently sent a survey to 
thousands of local people on 
this issue. 

The responses were really 
interesting, with more than 
84 per cent saying immi¬ 
gration was very important 
and more than 70 per cent 
saying people moving here 
should pay taxes before get¬ 
ting benefits. 

I told Labour leaders 
exactly what local peo¬ 
ple thought, so I’m really 
pleased Shadow Chancellor 
Ed Balls and welfare spokes¬ 
woman Rachael Reeves 
recently said there’s much 
more we can do. 

They are saying that we 
need new rules so that peo¬ 
ple can’t come to Britain as 
soon as their country joins 
the EU, can’t come to Brit¬ 
ain and be unemployed and 
can’t work in Britain and 
send tax credits abroad. 

I think we can stop these 
abuses by linking benefits 
with working people’s con¬ 
tributions. 

A number of residents in 
Sedgley have been in touch 
to raise concerns about the 
future of the Seven Stars 
pub on Gospel End Road. 

It is owned by Marston’s, 
which is said to be consider¬ 
ing a bid from Morrison’s to 
buy the pub and turn it into 
a supermarket. 

Campaigners say the pub 
is popular, turns a profit and 
is at the heart of the local 
community. Their petition 
has already got over 1,000 
names. 

I’m backing local resi¬ 
dents all the way and I will 
be working closely with res¬ 
idents to support the cam¬ 
paign.

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Elderly given free security 
kits to combat the burglars 


Asbestos was 
linked to death 

A FORMER BT worker died after contract¬ 
ing asbestos-related cancer, an inquest 
heard. Michael Dando died earlier this 
month after succumbing to mesothelioma. 

An inquest into the 71-year-old’s death at 
Smethwick Council House last week heard 
how Mr Dando, from Brook Street, Wall 
Heath, had received compensation from 
BT in April after being diagnosed with the 
disease in 2012. 

Coroner’s officer Russell Williams said: 
“He deteriorated over a period of six weeks, 
and died at home with his family. Histology 
confirmed this gentleman had mesothe¬ 
lioma. Mr Dando was most likely exposed 
when he worked for BT.” 

Black Country coroner Robin Balmain re¬ 
corded that death was due to an industrial 
disease. 


THE elderly in Dudley are being giv¬ 
en free crime busting security packs 
worth £1,000 by Dudley police. 

The packs contain items such as a wire- 
free alarm system along with door and 
window locks, peep-holes and even video 
phone entry systems. 

The kits are part of a borough-wide initiative 
which has seen crime rates in the area driven 
down to a record low.

Dudley police have formed a partnership 
with local companies Theam Security and ERA 
Group, as well as lock specialists Yale to provide 
the kits which are designed to keep burglars 
locked out. 

The kits are being offered free of charge to 
the elderly and disabled who council workers 
and local police identify as being at greater risk 


of burglary. So far, seven packs have been dis¬ 
tributed to those in need. 

One couple in their mid-seventies, who did not 
want to be named, said: “After our burglary the 
police were extremely supportive, keeping us up 
to date and providing us with additional security 
within our home.” 

Sarah Nixon, from Halesowen police station, 
said: “Initiatives such as this can really make a 
real difference. Being the victim of a crime in 
your own home is an upsetting experience and 
we are glad that through this scheme we have 
been able to make people feel safer.” 


Pay back cash 
or face prison 

A HUSBAND has been ordered to repay 
more than £27,000 he swindled in benefits. 

Self-employed Wayne Cooper obtained 
the money by dishonestly claiming social 
security benefit, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. He was sentenced last year 
when given a community order. 

The 46-year-old from Chapel Street, 
Wordsley, returned to court last week for a 
proceeds of crime hearing. 

Recorder Derek Chinery was told Cooper 
had paid back £2,200 of the original £29,473 
fraud and planned to remortgage his house 
to repay the remainder. 

He was given until February 11, 2015, to 
put his affairs in order, or face 18 months in 
prison if he defaults.

The Rapides were also extensively used to collect ferry 
pilots, who had delivered aircraft locally, to airfields all 
over Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

Unique 

A Rapide, G-AHAG, was also based at Halfpenny Green 
for a long time, used by the parachute club, and famously 
one parachutist, named Mike Boulton, jumped from an¬ 
other, visiting, Rapide, and crashed through the roof of 
G-AHAG which was flying below. 

One of the very few occasions where someone has taken 
off in one aircraft and landed in another ! 

The flights will be less exciting than this, but the Rapide 
does offer a marvellous experience of stately airline travel, 
and should offer a unique aerial view of either Perton and 
Pendeford, or the beautiful Severn Valley, all for only £75, 
booked on the day, or in advance via alecbrew@hotmail.

Shop proposals 
are withdrawn 

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to build shops and 
a takeaway on the site of 
a motorbike showroom 
in Halesowen have been 
withdrawn. 

More than 200 people 
signed a petition against 
the scheme for the Street- 
bike site in Mucklow Hill. 

The dealership has re¬ 
vealed plans to relocate 
the business to the former 
Comet electrical store in 
Dudley Road, Halesowen. 

Heedgrove Ltd had 
lodged proposals for two 
shops and a takeaway on 
the site but they sparked 
concerns from residents 
and ward councillors who 
feared increased traffic , 
litter and noise problems. 

The developer has now 
withdrawn it before it was 
due to be considered by 
Dudley Council. 

Demolition notice 
over fire station 

HALESOWEN Fire Sta¬ 
tion is expected to be 
knocked down within 
weeks after a demolition 
notice was issued for the 
site. 

Developer Horgan 
Homes & Developments 
Ltd has already been 
granted permission to build 
an estate of 14 homes. 

It has now notified the 
council of their plans flat¬ 
ten the old station and the 
training tower off Hagley 
Road. 

The station was closed 
down two years ago. Money 
from the sale has gone to¬ 
wards a £3 million replace¬ 
ment station in Cradley 
Heath called Haden Cross 
Community Fire Station, 
which is the base for a total 
of 44 firefighters. 


Return to its roots as JB's 
rocks to the beat of music 


DUDLEY’S landmark nightspot JB’s is re¬ 
turning to its roots as a nightclub. It is be¬ 
lieved that the nightclub is only hosting mu¬ 
sic nights on Saturdays currently. 

The leader of Dudley’s Conservative group who 
said it would boost nightlife in the town. Councillor 
Patrick Harley said: “So long as they attract the right 
clientele there isn’t a prob¬ 


lem I can see. 

“In fact it is good for Dud¬ 
ley to have a nightclub. 

“Wolverhampton and 
Stourbridge got their act to¬ 
gether with nightlife so it is 
about time Dudley had some 
too.” 

Firm plans for the future 
of the banqueting suite have 
yet to be confirmed. 

Hundreds of people 
packed into JB’s on its last 
night in January 2011 when 
the then owner Sam Jukes 
revealed huge losses of up to 
£1 million. 

The club was later bought 
at auction for £225,000 be¬ 
fore its management was 
taken over by Ramesh Ahir. 

Failed 

The former rock venue 
had been reopened as a 
banqueting and conference 
centre ran into planning 
problems two years ago 
after a six-figure revamp. 

But Mr Ahir suffered a 
setback when he failed on 
appeal to overturn a deci¬ 
sion by Dudley Council to 
refuse planning permission. 

This forced the club to re¬ 
think plans to host wedding 
receptions.

In its heyday JB’s was is 
famous for hosting super- 
stars such as Robert Plant 
and giving bands like Blur, 
U2 and the Stone Roses 
their big break. 

Its heaving rooms and 
boisterous crowds have be¬ 
come legendary in the in¬ 
dustry. The club’s role in 
giving fledgling bands a step 
up to the main stage is part 
of rock and roll folklore. 

Now the nightclub in the 
heart of the town welcomes

- as keepers at Dudley Zoo discovered. 

As staff attempted to give them 
their first health checks, they found 
the playful youngsters did want to be 
caught. 

Keepers wanted to find out the sex 
of the three-month old triplets but it 
proved to be more difficult than they 
anticipated, with the cubs bearing 
their teeth and claws. 

However, when staff were finally 
able to grab them, they found out 


they had two boys and one girl Senior 
keeper Adam Walker said: “We quickly 
discovered that despite their cute looks 
they have very sharp claws and teeth, 
growl and hiss a lot and jump about - 
they did not like being caught.” 

Zoo vet Peter Stewart gave the trio 
their first inoculations, checked their 
weight and confirmed sexes - and now 
keepers are busy thinking of names for 
them 

Mr Walker added: “The cubs are 
making really good progress and are 
growing quickly. One of the boys 


weighs 2.2 kilos, while the other boy 
and girl weigh 2.3 kilos, so they’re ex¬ 
actly where they should be for their 
age.” 

The cubs were born on May 23 to 
four-year-old Daisy and three-year- 
old Dave and can regularly be spotted 
playing together in their outdoor en¬ 
closure. 

Carpathians are a relatively new 
species to the zoo, with Dave translo¬ 
cating from Salzburg Zoo, Austria, and 
Daisy from Zoo Veszprem, Hungary, 
in autumn 2012.

Under questioning by po¬ 
lice, Coley said he had been 
drinking heavily that day. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, for 
Coley, said he recognised he 
needed to address his drink¬ 
ing.

A year ago, Channel 5 brought 
us one of the most enjoyably 
bonkers fantasy sagas of the 
year.

Once comparisons 
with The Simpsons Movie faded, 
UDT became must-see viewing for 
viewers who don’t take their fantasy 
TV too seriously. 

It didn’t just raise questions such 
as ‘What created the dome’, or Was 
it impassable?’, but Would rain pass 
through the force field?’ and What 
happened when the food and 
resources ran out?’ 

It didn’t hurt that there was eye 
candy for both sexes, from hunky, 
shady ex-soldier Barbie (Mike Vogel) 
to flame-haired investigative reporter 
Julia Shumway (Rachel LeFevre). 

And as every good drama needs a 
larger-than-life villain, Breaking Bad 


veteran Dean Norris proved perfect 
as politician/used car dealer ‘Big Jim’ 
Rennie. 

Okay, some Stephen King purists 
may have argued that it’s not as 
good as the 2009 source novel, but 
given the fact most King-inspired TV 
strands have been a let down, it 
proved more compelling than most. 

Series one of Under the Dome 
was bursting with memorable 
moments, from a cow sliced in half 
when the hemisphere first appeared, 
to the man whose pacemaker 
exploded in his chest. It was the 
show where anything could, and 
probably would happen. 

Admittedly it wasn’t perfect, but it 
kept many fans coming back for 
more week after week, and series 
two looks like it could be equally 
compelling. It picks up directly from 
where the first series left off. 

Chester’s Mill is now bathed in a 
blinding white light as the Dome 
starts to change. It becomes opaque, 
and starts emitting a regular 
electromagnetic pulse. 

Pink stars have fallen in lines as a 
result of Julia throwing the egg into 


the lake, and Barbie is awaiting 
execution on the scaffold after Big 
Jim accused him of murder. 

Of course the ongoing success of 
this series has meant Mike Vogel’s 
own star is definitely on the rise. 

“What I love about this show, it’s 
very real characters reacting to a 
very unreal event,” he explains. Mike 
is no stranger to working in Blighty, 
having made a film with Jamie 
Murray called The Deaths of Ian 
Stone. If UDT’s schedule allows, he’d 
love to return to the UK for a new 
project. “I love England and I love 
English actors,” he explains. ‘There is 
a richness and a tradition in the craft 
that you get with English actors that I 
don’t see a lot with my American 
counterparts. It’s always refreshing to 
me.” 

New ‘Dome’ cast additions should 
help make this second run equally 
refreshing. 

Look out for former ER star Sherry 
Stringfield as Big Jim’s ‘late’ wife 
Pauline, while country music 
superstar Dwight Yoakam plays the 
delightfully named town barber, Lyle 
Chumley.

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up 
thing better than any other model. 

It offers more adventurous styling and high 
spec versions called Warrior and Barbar¬ 
ian with lots of equipment. The underly¬ 
ing vehicle is more of a mixed bag. Build 
quality and road manners could be better 
but the L200 is manoeuvrable, tough and 
looks like good value for money. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and 
there are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-li- 
tre common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this en¬ 
gine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 
314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a ma¬ 
cho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in manual 
form. This latter unit is capable of hitting 62mph 
from standstill in 12.1s before rumbling on to a 
111mph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15s to reach 
62mph and will eventually attain 103mph. The 
five-speed manual gearbox comes as standard 
but a five-speed automatic is also offered that 
features a Sport mode. 

The L200 rides on a no-nonsense ladder 
frame chassis with multi-link front suspension 
and heavy duty leaf springs at the rear. It’s the 
standard set-up in the pick-up world and what 
it lacks in finesse on the tarmac it makes up for 
in strength and ability in the rough. Pick-up ride 
quality always leaves something to be desired 
compared to 4x4 passenger cars but the L200 
doesn’t do too badly. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the

range-topping versions, all have all-wheel-drive. 
Easy Select models should be run in 2WD mode 
in normal conditions with a locked 4WD mode 
selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 
4x4 set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun. It allows the L200 to be driven in 2WD 
or fulltime 4WD mode on the road without the 
excessive wear and tear suffered by part time 
systems as a result of transmission wind-up. In 
slippery off-road situations, a further 4WD mode 
can be selected which maximises traction by 
locking the centre differential. Both of the sys¬ 
tems are operated by the traditional and rather 
clunky lever sited alongside the gear stick which 
seems slightly dated when compared to the 
dash-mounted dials used by rival manufactur¬ 
ers.

There are three basic bodystyles to mull over. 
The single cab is reserved very much for busi¬ 
nesses that need a proper old school working 
pick-up. Its traditional two seats and extensive 
2,220mm load length mean it prioritises cargo 
over cabin and it’s only offered in the base trims. 
The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional ca¬ 
pacity behind the cabin’s front seats for secure 
storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you like. 
This is a four-door five-seater model with a de¬ 
cent amount of legroom for the rear passengers 
and seat backs angled at a comfortable 25 de¬ 
grees. There has to be a compromise for this ex¬ 
tra passenger space and it comes in the shape 
of a modest 1,325mm load length in standard 
guise. The solution is the Long Bed version of 
this model with an extra 18cms of load length. 


Whichever L200 bodystyle you choose, it will 
have a 1,085mm load width, a capacity to carry 
in excess of 1,000kg and a 2,700kg braked trail¬ 
er towing limit. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air-con¬ 
ditioning, electric windows and keyless entry 
but still has the utilitarian feel. Beyond that, we 
reach the high series L200s, double cab ver¬ 
sions dubbed Warrior and Barbarian. These 


are the bigger sellers and the models that re¬ 
ally crossover between business and pleasure 
usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature 
the M-ASTC traction and stability control sys¬ 
tem as standard which is a really useful addi¬ 
tion. The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. 

The Barbarian is actually rather civilised, add¬ 
ing a colour screen satellite navigation system, 
a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accesso¬ 
ries.

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Mokka - a practical choice 


By James Parker 

Mokka buyers are people likely 
to be enthusiasts for life rather 
than for cars. So they may not 
care that this car isn’t quite as 
sharp and wieldy as a rival Nis¬ 
san Juke, nor does it have the 
‘big SUV’ polish of a compara¬ 
ble Skoda Yeti. Instead, there’s 
a potentially pleasing compro¬ 
mise between the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three 
main engine options, the most af¬ 
fordable, as ever, being the least 
desirable of the trio, the 2WD-only 
115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, 
with only 155Nm of torque, needs to 
be rowed along a little with the gear 



lever - a stick that only offers you five 
speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mok¬ 
ka we tried, the 140PS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty 
is just 9.4s away enroute to 118mph, so it’s 
usefully more rapid, and there’s a healthier 
200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the 
standard inclusion of 4WD, the provision of 
a 6-speed gearbox and more modern me¬ 
chanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is ac¬ 
tually cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though 
is the one most buyers will probably select, 
the 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi diesel capable of 
a top speed of around 116mph and rest to 
sixty in around 10s. 

Pulling 

You get all the main mechanical choices 
with this unit - so you can specify your car 
with 6-speed manual or automatic trans¬ 
mission and with or without 4WD. Perhaps 
more importantly, you get a lot more pull¬ 
ing power - 300Nm in all. Every Mokka is 
theoretically capable of towing a braked 
trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this 
diesel variant is the only one that’ll take 
such a task in its stride. 

Under the skin are the underpinnings of 
a supermini - more specifically, the Chev¬ 
rolet Aveo, mechanicals Chevrolet has also 
used in its Trax small lifestyle Crossover 
that’s one of this Vauxhall’s sharpest rivals. 
In the back, the rear seats benefit from wide 
opening doors that simplify the fitment of a 
child seat, though that sharply rising waist¬ 
line might restrict the view out for smaller 
occupants. As for luggage room, well, 
there’s no high boot lip to negotiate and 
beyond it lies 356-litres of space .

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled 
five-door little SUV/Crossover isn’t it? Well 
yes. So it’ll be priced directly against the 
other car we tend of think of in this market 
sector, Nissan’s Juke, won’t it? Well, no. 
Vauxhall points out - correctly - that their 
car is a significantly larger thing - hence 
the price span for the range that lies in the 
£16,000 to £24,000 bracket. To put that into 
perspective for you, that means you’ll be 
paying a price premium of around £2,500 
for this Mokka over an equivalent Juke. 

Perhaps the most telling comparisons 
come when you begin to stack this Mokka 


up against something more conventional. 
Why, for example, would you buy a con¬ 
ventional 1.6-litre petrol-powered Vauxhall 
Astra hatchback when a Mokka with the 
same engine would save you £1,500 and 
offer more luggage space? 

If, having considered all of this, you de¬ 
cide that it is indeed a Mokka that you ac¬ 
tually want, then you’ll be pleased to find 
that whichever of the five-door models you 
choose - 1.6-litre petrol 2WD, 1.4-litre pet¬ 
rol turbo 4WD or the 1.7-litre 130PS CDTI 
diesel in either drive configuration - it’ll 
come well equipped.
